Born 
In the Caucasus. Brother was in the Party for a while and Subject was la 
the SdosoodI. During the war, however* they became anti-Soviet ant cooper- 
ated with the Qeraaae when the latter occupied to the Caucasus* Vben the 
Soviets reoccupied the area* some of Subject’s relatives and friends were, 
liquidated and Subject became one of the many Circassians who had to flee. 
He was in the German Army for a while and then became a refugee. Be be- 
came the leader of a hundred-odd Circassian, refugees at a detention camp 
In Italy* 
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2. Having made^ a little money In the black market, he was able. to 
make a swing through the Hoar Bast in search of a permanent haven fbr his 
group. King Abdullah of Jordan agreed to grant the group full oitisenship, 
and Subject proceeded to establish his g r o up there.
